Clarke President Joanne Burrows, SC, said 
Loras and the University ‘of Dubuque 
responded positively to her request that they 
share with Clarke in the establishment of crisis 
management procedures. 

Officials from the three institutions planned 
to meet with representatives from the local 
public and private school systems and local law 
enforcement agencies Thursday, April 19 to 
talk about how to respond to campus crises, 

“While we are separate institutions, our prox- 
imity makes movement between our campuses 
very easy, Burrows said. 

Burrows said that, by coincidence, the Clarke 
board of trustees is scheduled to address risk 
management at its meeting next week. 

“Tam certain that they will want us to review 
our current plan and procedures and to 
enhance our readiness for emergency events,” 
she said. 

For now, there are sympathy letters outside 
the chapel that you can sign.The letters will be 
sent to Virginia Tech along with condolences 
from the college 

“The tragic events at Virginia Tech Icave us 
stunned and struggling with so many emotions 
and questions,” said Burrows. “ I ask anyone 
who is in touch with students who are having 
difficulty coping with the tragedy to encourage 
them to seek assistance from the Counseling 
Center.”

This semester Clarke introduced a new program to help students success- 
fully plan their undergraduate and graduate degrees. The new registration 
process will help students eventually plan their entire degree; allowing advi- 
sors to evaluate students’ agendas and spend more time helping students 
accomplish their long-term goals for their future. 

“Now that students are completing course plans and registering them- 
selves there will be more time for advisors to connect with students con- 
cerning their personal goals and what they need in order to graduate,” said 
Clarke Registrar Kristi Droessler. 

Although students are able to plan their degrees, classes have to be 
approved by advisors to make sure the classes are available and apply to the 
students’ degree requirements. 

“It is a good way to become independent and choose classes you’re inter- 
ested in,” said Allesandra Mandujano, junior psychology major. “But for 
some it would be more helpful for advisors to have some input in guiding 
students in the right direction.” 

By April 5, over 550 students had successfully completed their college plan 
and some feel it’s easier and more convenient than the old system. 

“It’s less work to find classes and my plan will be followed according to 
my decisions,” said Maggie Pace, biology and physical therapy major. 

Although some students feel the new program is more convenient, others 
prefer the old method. “I like the old method because you have someone 
to help you,” said Valerie Blackwell, accounting major. “I think it takes away 
from the student connecting with their advisor.”

here are 37 million people in the United 

States who live below the poverty line. To 
live a basic life with a family of four the 
poverty line is $35,000 a year. In Dubuque alone 
there are 8,000 people living below the poverty line. 

The panel consisted of Rachel Daack, assistant 
professor of sociology, Dr. Donna Loewen, princi- 
pal of Lincoln Elementary in Dubuque; Kelly 
Larson, director of the Human Rights Department 
and ‘Tom Stovall, executive director of Operation 
for New Community Action Agency. The group 
explored the myths and stereotypes of socioeco- 
nomic status along with what Dubuque is trying to 
do to climinate these stereotypes. 

“A single person to live above the poverty line 
needs to make from $11.50-$12 an hour,” Dr. 
Loewen said. 

Poor people are lazy, uneducated, and live their 
whole lives off of welfare. These beliefs are shared 
by many people, but on Tuesday, March 27 the 
Clarke Human Rights Action Group or HRAG 
tried to try to educate students and faculty about 
the stereotypes of socioeconomic status. 

“We don’t deal with poverty well in our system,” 
Larson said. i 

Most people think that people on welfare are on 
welfare for life and are fine with being poor, when 
in reality most people are on it for only a short peri-

od of time and a large number of welfare recipi- 
ents are children. These children have further prob- 
lems including difficulties in school. Children 
below the poverty line show below-average test 
scores. This could be caused by all of the moving 
around caused by the family’s financial situation. 

There are ways to fix this said Loewen; quality 
pre-schools and transition schools could be key to 
improving the children’s odds of being successful. 

Some cities have ordinances against socioeco- 
nomic discrimination; however Dubuque has no 
such ordinance. An ordinance against socioeco- 
nomic discrimination would mean that employers 
cannot have standards for hiring or firing based on 
socioeconomic status. 

Many people also associate being on welfare with 
being a minority, Daack again said that this is incor- 
rect. The majority of women on welfare are, in fact, 
white. 

‘To combat stereotypes Larson said that we need 
to start looking at people as individuals not groups. 

It is also very expensive to be poor, which makes 
it harder for people below the poverty line to get 
above it. One reason it is so expensive is that the 
poor have to pay more to get loans (higher interest 
rates), legal issues and paying for court fees, and 
landlords are more likely to take advantage of them 
because of their situation where they need housing.

Instead of wait- 
ing for internship postings, you can e-mail a specific employer to show your inter- 
est in a position. It is smart to begin looking for internships in larger companies 
shortly after Christmas. In more localized companies the best time to look is in 
March and early April. Plus, don’t forget the power of networking; make sure to 
talk to family and friends to find additional possibilities for internships. It is 
important to be organized so you must have your resume ready. 

“Students who participate in internships have a much better idea of their capa- 
bilities and what career path they wish to follow,’ Gassmann said. “Also, you 
learn and hone skills, establish yourself within the workplace, gain worksite ref- 
erences, and build your resume.”
